Washington, D. C.—The hpyse labor committee proposal to fumigate 


the stench in the National Labor Relations board is of itself a stench. A 
quasi-judicial body has discredited itself by becoming not at all judicial 
but biased, prejudiced, partisan and unfair. How can that scandal be re- 
lieved by creating two additional vacancies to be fil- 
led by the same authority that appointed the first one? 


The proposal on its very face and of itself admits 


the charge that the board is devoted to partisanship 
unsatisfactory to all three principle interested parties 
—employers and both sides of the divided house of 
organized labor. On only one possible theory can this 
partisanship be reversed—the selection and appoint- 
ment of men who can be relie I upon in every case, or 
at least in a majority of cases, to follow a contrary 
bias. But men who can be relied upon in any case, or 
in most cases in which they are sitting- as judges, to 
follow a particular bias, are not judicially minded or 
even just men. They are either obstinate zealots or 
rubber stamps. In neither case are they competent 
men for a quasi-judicial board. 


This is the very vice of court-packing, jury-rigging 
Johnson 


and all similar schemes for paying lip service to principles of democracy 
and justice and betraying them at heart. 


If two, or even one, of the new appointees turn out to be of like mind 


with the members who have smirched and perverted the purposes of the 
labor act, this proposal can only keep its shocking injustices intact or at 
best make them worse. For, in a 
board of five in which two are by

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AVIATION TO THE FRONT 


American airplane manufacturers will 


have an excellent opportunity to dupli- 
cate the success of American automobile 
manufacturers in putting most of the 
world in American vehicles. 
That the 


opportunity is enlarged by a war is un- 
fortunate but does not change the fact. 


The prospects now are that Britain and 


France will increase their airplane or- 
ders in this country to the billion dollar 
mark. In order to fill the orders, Ameri- 
can aircraft manufacturers obviously must 
step up their rate of production and in 
doing this the United States will be in- 
creasing its capacity to the greatest in its 
history and very likely to the greatest in 
the world. 


Expectations are that following this 


war as after the last one there will be a 
tremendous spurt in aviation development 
and a correspondingly large increase in the 
number of persons traveling by air. The 
expansion will undoubtedly 
be 
world 


wide, and with the United States having 
multiplied its facilities it will be ready 
to supply the new demand. 


The war, however, is not the only 


reason to look for an aviation boom. One 
was in the making before current hos- 
tilities flared. Interest in flying has been 
on the increase for the last decade. Al- 
ready 23,000 persons in this country are 
licensed to pilot planes. Another 10,000 
are licensed to pilot gliders. About 15,000 
more have permits as student pilots in 
private training schools. And the gov- 
ernment is launching a program aimed 
at training 100,000 pilots, in connection 
with which the Civil Aeronautics author- 
ity recently reported that 9,267 students 
have already accumulated approximately 
80,000 hours in the air without an acci- 
dent 


Although the planes and aircraft equip- 


ment developed to fill war needs will nat- 
urally be designed for combat purposes 
their efficiency will be easily adaptable to 
peace-time uses. 


Automobile drivers on the highways 


of the United States now number about 
40,000,000 and it seems almost incredible 
that there will ever be that many li- 
censed pilots. But automobiles have been 
in popular use for a quarter of a cen- 
tury, and longer. Aviation may not be far 
behind by 1960. 


WHITE COLLAR FALLACIES 


Distressing inconsistencies are charac- 


teristic of these times. Many are poorly 
fed in the midst of food surpluses through- 
out the land. Many are ill fed while huge 
stocks of clothing lie on shelves. Many 
are meanly housed while a huge building 
industry decries a lack of contracts. Many 
are virtually penniless while banks re- 
main stuffed with idle money they want 
to put to work. 


One of the most glaring of these incon- 


gruities is the acute shortage of workers in 
the midst of the country's most prolonged 
period of unemployment. 
An example 


of the scarcity of competent, trained vo- 
cationists in a large number of fields of 
profitable endeavor is found in the air- 
plane manufacturing business. The feder- 
al government, making inquiry as to why 
airplane production isn't being speeded 
up, has found that the reason is a short- 
age of workers trained for jobs in air- 
plane factories. 


This is but one industry in which jobs 


are going begging. Meanwhile, young men 
grow discouraged in their hunt for em- 
ployment. 


The condition is disturbing. At the 


same time it offers hope for the future 
of those with sufficient imagination to 
look ahead. The scarcity of skilled work- 
ers in mechanical trades has developed 
largely through the spread of white collar 
fallacies. The trouble began with the idea 
that only white collar jobs were desira- 
ble, that every young man should have 
a college degree and should 
thereafter 


work only in an office, that the trades 
offered only menial careers and that the 
professions provided the way to prosper- 
ity and prestige to all and any. 


No disparagement of college degrees or 


of the professions is implied. The error 
has been in assuming that they were 
suitable for everyone; a greater error 
has been in discounting the rewards of 
vocational careers. 


Wise parents will 
help 
discourager! 


youth to see the happy, productive lives 
awaiting in these fields where opportunity 
abounds. Many doors are wide open and 
the welcome signs are easy to read. A 
master craftsman is far better off in all 


than a starving clerk. 


JUNKING OLD SHIPS 


Contrary to critics who view the sale of 


American vessels to foreign nations such 
as Belgium, The Netherlands and France 
as a threat to our neutrality and detri- 
mental to our foreign 
commerce, the 


United States maritime commission de- 
fines the transfers as merely a method of 
junking old ships that would have to be 
taken out of service in a short time, any- 
way. 


The sales, numbering 114 vessels since 


the outbreak of European hostilities, have 
involved many types of ships including a 
small lumber schooner sold to Canada and 
the 15,000-ton-liner President Fillmore. 
All of the ships sold have been in ser- 
vice a long time, such as the President 
Harding which Belgium recently bought 
and which has been in operation for 20 
years. 


One reason the maritime commission 


favors the weeding out of these old ves- 
sels is that it will make way for the com- 
mission's program for building 500 new, 
modernized ships at the rate of 50 a year 
for the next 10 years. In addition to the 
new liner, America, 39 new 
freighters 


have been launched already and 141 other 
vessels are now under construction and 
being completed at the rate of about one 
a week. 


The new ships, the commission points 


out. are 50 per cent faster than the old 
ones, and consume only about 50 per cent 
as much fuel. Such a fleet, it is argued, 
will be a highly important contribution 
to the development of America's foreign 
trade, with the sale of the old bottoms 
providing a considerable 
share of the 


cost of the new construction. 


Furthermore, the sale of the ships en- 


ables foreign nations to replace tonnage 
destroyed by submarines and mines and 
which they need to maintain their foreign 
trade including that with 
the 
United 


States. And, inasmuch as the sales are 
made outright with the American flag 
being hauled down and that of the buyer 
raised, any involvement of our neutrality 
seems remote, though such belligerents 
as nazi Germany may attempt to inter- 
pret the sales as acts of indirect unneu- 
trahtv. 


STATIC-LESS RADIO 


The radio business may be on the verge 


of putting into general use some startling 
new discoveries. 
The 
development of 


static-less radio will mean an entirely new 
and much greater enjoyment of radio. 


Radio experts have been saying from 


the beginning that there could be no such 
thing as static-less radio, that static was 
natural to the air waves and could never 
be eliminated, only reduced, and that the 
only way to overcome static was to drown 
it out with powerful transmission. When, 
for instance, a station increases its power 
in order to maintain its frequency, this is 
called amplitude modulation broadcasting. 


Now comes a gentleman who says the 


experts are wrong; that static can be elim- 
inated entirely. He is Major Edwin How- 
ard Armstrong who to prove his claim 
has spent $300,000 of his own money build- 
ing a static-less radio transmitter high on 
the Palisades at Alpine, N. J. 


Major Armstrong made his discovery 


through experiments with 
ultra 
short 


waves on which he learned very little 
'power is needed. His idea was that if he 
could build a receiving set which would be 
deaf to amplitude modulation broadcasts 
his goal would be achieved. 
He suc- 


ceeded. 


The possibilities opened with the new 


equipment 
he has 
developed are: In- 


creased range without fading; the licens- 
ing of many times the number of stations 
now operating, without danger of their 
broadcasts bumping into each other. 


Major Armstrong encountered much 


opposition in his experiments. He argued 
for two years before he received a permit 
from the government to establish his sta- 
tion. Now there are about a dozen similar 
experimental stations, there are about 100 
applications 
for ultra short wave 
sta- 


tions and a few companies are actual- 
ly manufacturing sets 
with 
static-less 


bands on them. 


THAT INTERNAL CENSOR

a woman who says she stole two loaves 
of bread from his store 11 years ago. A 
biography of Lincoln has been returned to 
the St. Joseph, Mo., public library by 
someone who wrote on the flyleaf: "I 
stole this book, but when I read how hon- 
est Lincoln was I was ashamed."

The Montanan made his cast during a con- 


ference with Roosevelt on the trade treaty is- 
sue. Wheeler explained that personally he has 
no objections to reciprocal trade, but that sen- 
timent among Montana cattlemen and farmers 
is so strong he will have to fight it' to "be re- 
elected. Smiling broadly, the president said he 
understood. 


Wheeler then turned the conversation to poli-

ment which the New Dealers hotly deny. Ac- 
cording to them, the president is dead set 
against Wheeler as one of the Democratic stand- 
ard bearers. 
CAPITAL CHAFF 


One of the first lessons to be learned by a

BUSINESS OUTLOOK 


Inner circle master minds continue to make 


no progress in persuading the president to re- 
vive the billion-dollar spend-lend bill turned 
down by congress last summer. 


With his ear attuned to the clamor for econ- 


omy on Capitol hill, Roosevelt has turned his 
advisers down. But the confidential economic 
analysis they have submitted to him is dis- 
quieting. 


On the basis of their estimates, the federal re- 


serve production index, which was around 125 
n January and is now down to 105, will bog 
down to 80, or under, by July. This was the low 
point it reached in May, 1938, at the tail-end of 
.he 1937 slump, and before the big spending pro- 
ram of that year started another upward spiral. 
Cause of the current upset, according to gov- 


ernment experts, is "inventory liquidation"— 
that is, halting of production in order to work 
off piled up goods. 
' 


Key signs of this depressive trend are: (1) the 


leavy drop in steel production, off 30 per cent 
in February and in many steel plants already 
under 50 per cent of capacity; (.2) an equally 
marked curtailment in textiles; and (3) a sharp 
slowing down in the durable goods industries. 
Also the construction business, which enjoyed a 
bright boom last year, is back in the doldrums. 
ROOT CAUSE 


Root cause of the present situation, the ex- 


perts told Roosevelt, goes back to the flush 1936- 
37 period when manufacturers "over-produced." 
The huge inventories built up then were only 
partially liquidated in the 1938 pick-up, and 
when the factories, under the war stimulation of 
.ast fall, got into high gear again, inventories 
shot back up to peak heights. 


Had the hoped-for rush war orders mater- 


ialized, this condition would have been reme- 
died. But the orders, except in a few lines, such 
as airplanes, didn't show up and plants, with 
great stocks on their hands and no encouraging 
sacklog of business, have begun to make heavy 
curtailments in production. 
COMING SLUMP 


Basis of the experts' forecast that the federal 


reserve index will sag to 80 by July is that 
there are no important factors on the horizon to 
halt the tailspin. 


They concede that exports, totaling $3,100,000,- 


000 last year, will rise this year. Their estimates 
range from $700,000,000 to $1,500,000,000. But 
they contend that even if the maximum is 
reached, this will not be enough to offset the 
inventory liquidation which will run at around 
$4,000,000,000 for 1940. 


In other words, even should the pace of war 


orders accelerate, it would not be sufficient to 
induce a return to high production for many 
months to come. 


Roosevelt's economists also point out that 


whatever war orders do materialize will be lim- 
ited to a few specialties—aircraft, chemicals, 
machinery, cotton—all with a relatively small 
employment range. They will net large profits 
but won't give "high consumption spending 
power." 


This is where the New Dealers argue hardest 


for a new government spending program. They 
contend that only by spreading money out 
widely, through farm benefits, WPA and PWA, 
can the slack be taken up.

public debt today were no bigger than that of 
1930, even though differently distributed, Mr.

1932. 


The decline has all been in private debt. 
Private debt is private capital at work—mak- 


ing goods and jobs and prosperity. Mr. Roose- 
velt holds that because private capital has 
shirked, public capital—represented by the pub- 
lic debt—has had to branch out. His critics say 
that because public capital has branched out, 
private capital has crawled into its shell. 


Whichever is right, the argument ought not

The Objectors 


Considering that there have been 


76 congresses, each sitting for a 
couple of years, that may seem like 
an infernal number of laws. It is. 
But consider that a vast number of 
these were private bills—measures 
which gave some worthy widow a 
life-time pension—or provided Fed- 
eral aid to a small district's river 
system—or did this and that for 
some individual or little group. 


These bills are numberless, and 


to cope with them, the house has 
an Objectors' committee, composed 
of three Democrats and three Re- 
publicans. One objection from the 
Objectors generally is enough to 
make a measure worthless than the 
paper it was written on. 


In the Senate, bills can be in- 


troduced only in the last two hours 
of any legislative day. The catch 
is that if business is rushing, a leg- 
islative day may last for months of 
calendar days. 


Bills introduced in the Senate 


are referred to one of the 37 stand- 
ing committees by the vice presi- 
dent. The committee may refer it 
to a sub-committte. 
There 
are 


hearings, redrafts, recommendations 
majority and minority reports, the 
committee of the whole, and the 
interminable wait for it to show up 
on the calendar (unless the steer- 
ing committee prescribes that it 
should have preference over every- 
thing else). 


A lot of bills go to committees 


and never come to light again. 


Both Houses Debate It 


In the senate, bills are introduced 


by being read. In the house, they 
merely are dropped into a hopper 
by the speaker's desk, to be gath- 
ered up by the house parliamentar- 
ian and assigned 
to 
committee. 


Many disappear into that hopper 
as into a grave. 
Once a bill gets up to the floor, 


it has got to stand a Joe Louis 
barrage. In the house debate on a 
bill is limited to one hour and 
amendments must be germaine. 
In the senate, there's no limit on de- 
bate (hence the filibuster) 
and 


r.mendments under the sun. The 
cnti-lynching amendment is a fav- 
orite method of making 
the tail 


of the kite so heavy the kite won't 
rise. 
If the bill is lucky enoueh to 


get by the house, it has to go to the 
other. Differences of opinion in the 
house generally are settled in a 
joint committee, the 
reports of 


which are undebated. Then, if the 
bill passes, it's ready for the Presi- 
dent's signature—or veto.

from 


keepingwsuch a pledge is good for 
the character and good for the 
soul. I hope the Women's Christian 
Temperance Union will continue to 
inspire mothers and other women 
who have charge of children, as 
long as booze is available to youth. 


The village where I began prac- 


tice was alive with saloons and it 
seemed to be my fate to have more 
than my share of families to attend

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AVIATION TO THE FRONT 


American airplane manufacturers will 


have an excellent opportunity to dupli- 
cate the success of American automobile 
manufacturers in putting 
most 
of the 


world in American vehicles. 
That the 


opportunity is enlarged by a war is un- 
fortunate but does not change the fact. 


The prospects now are that Britain and 


France will increase their airplane or- 
ders in this country to the billion dollar 
mark. In order to fill the orders, Ameri- 
can aircraft manufacturers obviously must 
step up their rate of production and in 
doing this the United States will be in- 
creasing its capacity to the greatest in its 
history and very likely to the greatest in 
the world. 


Expectations are that following this 


war as after the last one there will be a 
tremendous spurt in aviation development 
and a correspondingly large increase in the 
number of persons traveling by air. The 
expansion will undoubtedly 
be 
world 


wide, and with the United States having 
multiplied its facilities it will be ready 
to supply the new demand. 


The war, however, is not the only 


reason to look for an aviation boom. One 
was in the making before current hos- 
tilities flared. Interest in flying has been 
on the increase for the last decade. Al- 
ready 23,000 persons in this country are 
licensed to pilot planes. Another 10,000 
are licensed to pilot gliders. About 15,000 
more have permits as student pilots in 
private training schools. And the gov- 
ernment is launching a program aimed 
at training 100,000 pilots, in connection 
•with which the Civil Aeronautics author- 
ity recently reported that 9,267 students 
have already accumulated approximately 
80,000 hours in the air without an acci- 
dent. 


Although the planes and aircraft equip- 


ment developed to fill war needs will nat- 
urally be designed for combat purposes 
their efficiency will be easily adaptable to 
peace-time uses. 


Automobile drivers on the highways 


of the United States now number about 
40,000,000 and it seems almost incredible 
that there will ever be that many li- 
censed pilots. But automobiles have been 
in popular use for a quarter of a cen- 
tury, and longer. Aviation may not be far 
behind by 1960. 


JUNKING OLD SHIPS 


Contrary to critics who view the sale of 


American vessels to foreign nations such 
as Belgium, The Netherlands and France 
as a threat to our neutrality and detri- 
mental to our foreign commerce, the 
United States maritime commission de- 
fines the transfers as merely a method of 
junking old ships that would have to be 
taken out of service in a short time, any- 
way. 


The sales, numbering 114 vessels since 


the outbreak of European hostilities, have 
involved many types of ships including a 
small lumber schooner sold to Canada and 
the 15,000-ton-liner President Fillmore. 
All of the ships sold have been in ser- 
vice a long time, such as the President 
Harding which Belgium recently bought 
and which has been in operation for 20 
years. 


One reason the maritime commission 


favors the weeding out of these old ves- 
sels is that it will make way for the com- 
mission's program for building 500 new, 
modernized ships at the rate of 50 a year 
for the next 10 years. In addition to the 
new liner, America, 39 new 
freighters 


have been launched already and 141 other 
vessels are now under construction and 
being completed at the rate of about one 
a week. 


The new ships, the commission points 


out, are 50 per cent faster than the old 
ones, and consume only about 50 per cent 
as much fuel. Such a fleet, it is argued, 
will be a highly important contribution 
to the development of America's foreign 
trade, with the sale of the old bottoms 
providing a considerable 
share of the 


cost of the new construction. 


Furthermore, the sale of the ships en- 


ables foreign nations to replace tonnage 
destroyed by submarines and mines and

And, inasmuch as the sales are 
made outright with the American flag 
being hauled down and that of the buyer 
raised, any involvement of our neutrality 
seems remote, though such belligerents 
as nazi Germany may attempt to inter- 
pret the sales as acts of indirect unneu- 
trality.

WHITE COLLAR FALLACIES 


Distressing inconsistencies are charac- 


teristic of these times. Many are poorly 
fed in the midst of food surpluses through- 
out the land. Many are ill fed while huge 
stocks of clothing lie on shelves. 
Many 


are meanly housed while a huge building 
industry decries a lack of contracts. Many 
are virtually penniless while banks re- 
main stuffed with idle money they want 
to put to work. 


One of the most glaring of these incon- 


gruities is the acute shortage of workers in 
the midst of the country's most prolonged 
period of unemployment. 
An example 


of the scarcity of competent, trained vo- 
cationists in a large number of fields of 
profitable endeavor is found in the air- 
plane manufacturing business. The feder- 
al government, making inquiry as to why 
airplane production isn't being speeded 
up, has found that the reason is a short- 
age of workers trained for jobs in air- 
plane factories. 


This is but one industry in which jobs 


are going begging. Meanwhile, young men 
grow discouraged in their hunt for em- 
ployment. 


The condition is disturbing. At the 


same time it offers hope for the future 
of those with sufficient imagination to 
look ahead. The scarcity of skilled work- 
ers in mechanical trades has developed 
largely through the spread of white collar 
fallacies. The trouble began with the idea 
that only white collar jobs were desira- 
ble, that every young man should have 
a college degree and should thereafter 
work only in an office, that the trades 
offered only menial careers and that the 
professions provided the way to prosper- 
ity and prestige to all and any. 


No disparagement of college degrees or 


of the professions is implied. The error 
has been in assuming that they were 
suitable for everyone; a greater error 
has been in discounting the rewards of 
vocational careers.

awaiting in these fields where opportunity

STATIC-LESS RADIO 


The radio business may be on the verge 


of putting into general use some startling 
new discoveries. 
The 
development of 


static-less radio will mean an entirely new 
and much greater enjoyment of radio. 


Radio experts have been saying from 


the beginning that there could be no such 
thing as static-less radio, that static was 
natural to the air waves and could never 
be eliminated, only reduced, and that the 
only way to overcome static was to drown 
it out with powerful transmission. When, 
for instance, a station increases its power 
in order to maintain its frequency, this is 
called amplitude modulation broadcasting. 


Now comes a gentleman who says the 


experts are wrong; that static can be elim- 
inated entirely. He is Major Edwin How- 
ard Armstrong who to prove his claim 
has spent $300,000 of his own money build- 
ing a static-less radio transmitter high on 
the Palisades at Alpine, N. J. 


Major Armstrong made his discovery 


through experiments with

waves on which he learned very little 
'power is needed. His idea was that if he 
could build a receiving set which would be 
deaf to amplitude modulation broadcasts 
his goal would be achieved.

he has 
developed are: In-

BUSINESS OUTLOOK 


Inner circle master minds continue to make

under 50 per cent of capacity; (2) an equally 
marked curtailment in textiles; and (3) a sharp 
slowing down in the durable goods industries. 
Also the construction business, which enjoyed a 
bright boom last year, is back in the doldrums. 
ROOT CAUSE 


Root cause of the present situation, the ex- 


perts told Roosevelt, goes back to the flush 1936- 
37 period when manufacturers "over-produced."

There is no such thing as an av- 


erage that measures children's work, 
ability, or success in school lessons. 
If one gets a hundred and one a 
failure do both get fifty.

One gets a hundred and one 
gets Zero and the supervisor gets 
:he fifty, on paper. 


We are concerned with both chil- 


dren. What they learn, how they 
learn it, what effect it has on them, 
what we can do to help each to de- 
velop what power he has. It is a 
teaching concept, not a building 
program.

in their food, their bones will tend 
to soften. It is the same with hu- 
man beings. 


A letter has gone to the farmer 


suggesting that he feed his pigs Vit- 
amin D in one form or another. Cod 
liver oil contains this vitamin, and 
one pound of it smoothly 
mixed 


with 100 pounds of grain will make 
a good 
supply. 
Skimmed milk 


should be fed to pigs, at least dur- 
ing winter. 


Most of the vitamin letters, how- 


ever, are about Factor W. That fac- 
tor has something to do 
with 


growth, and it seems that ever so 
many people want to know more 
about it. A 14-year-old boy writes: 


"Would it be good for a boy 


of 14 who is small in stature? I 
can't have the fun of other boys 
of my ag-e." 
To this boy I should like to say 


there is a good chance that he will 
"sprout up" within a year or two. 
It often happens that growth is 
slowed down more in some cases 
than in others. 


On the other hand, he may not be
